It has long been accepted as an 
economic dictum that very low 
prices would act as a deterrent to 
increased production. But this has 
not proved to be the case in the 
present crisis; and in the face of 
prices for wheat that are’ manifestly 
below production costs, there has 
been increased acreages seeded in 
Australia, Aysentina, and Canada. 
United States’ wheat growers are 
alone among the four large wheat 
exporting countries in redueing 
acreage seeded to wheat. It is but 
natural that such a course should be 
followed by United States’ wheat 
growers as their costs of production 
are higher and their difficulties of 
effecting export greater. Futher- 
more, the United Stateg is the most 
logical country to go ou tof the ex- 
port business in view of her large 
domestic market which would prove 
increasingly attractive from a 
price standpoint with a diminished 
wheat production, 

The cut-throat competition be- 
tween the four countries under re- 
view has had most serious conse- 
quences and if persisted in for much 
longer will undoubtedly result in 
further demoraligation and possibly 
a complete breakdown of agricul- 
ture in these countries.

stake. But what price freedom and 
liberty to the millions of unemploy- 
ed walking the streets today, and 
to the multitude of farm families 
reduced to a slum standard of liv- 
ing and harrassed by impossible 
debt?

~The boundaries given’ are, of 
course, only tentative, and may be 
changed if the government deems 
it in the best interest of all con- 
cerned after discussion has taken 
place. 


A copy of the new map was re- 
ceived at The Mail office early this 
Week. It shows Bassano located in 
a central position with respect to 
the new municipal area which in- 
cludes this district. 


The boundaries of this area, 
which embraces approximately 70 
townships, are as follows: on the 
north the Red Deed river to a point 
where the river intersects 
north boundary of township 26; 
thence west to the western boundary 
of range 20; thence south to the 
Blackfoot Indian Reservation; 
thence east along the northern 
boundary of the reservation, then 
south along the eastern boundary of 
the reservation to the Bow river; 
thence southeasterly ‘along the 
bank of the Bow riyer to the west- 
ern boundary of range 11; thence 
north along thig range line to the 
Red Deer river. 

The northern boundary of the 
Proposed area cuts through the 


village of neellor, passes a few 
miles west of Hussar, and meets 
thé Indian reservation four or five 
miles west of Crowfoot. The east- 
ern boundary is about five miles 
east of Tilley, a village on the main 
line of the C. P. R. east of Brooks. 

Patricia, also, is just a few miles 
within the eastern boundary, 

The proposed scheme of enlarged 
municipal areas provides for the 
formation of 40 large areas out of 
the present 166 municipal districts 
and 143 local improvement districts 
at present administered by the De- 
partment of Municipal Affairs at 
Edmonton. 

It has been estimated that a sav- 
ing of $260,000 could be made in the 
municipal districts alone, with a 
further considerable economy in 
provincial expenditures. by the trans- 
fer of control of the 143 local im- 
provement districts from the gov- 
ernment at Edmonton to the var- 
ious newly-created councils. 

The scheme will come before the 
next session of the provincial legis- 
lature.

Advocates of the new plan say that not 
only a saving in administration expenses be 
made, but a more uniform. system of road 
building will be possible. 

The plans for adopting the enlarged 
municipal areas scheme are going forward, 
and have reached the point where a map of 
the suggested new areas and their divisional 
lines has been drawn up and printed for 
distribution. The map shows Bassano near 
the centre of an area some seventy town- 
ships in extent, roughly extending from a 
point a few miles east of Tilley on the east 
to a few miles west of Hussar on the west, 
and bounded on the north by the Red Deer 
river and on the south by the Bow river. 

The old municipal districts were formed 
in the horse and buggy days when travel 
was slow and councillors could not be ex- 
pected to drive more than a few miles to at- 
tend council meetings or inspect and super- 
vise the work of road building in the various 
sections of the municipal district. The 
world has speeded up since then. Rapid 
means of transportation now enables coun- 
cillors and road engineers to travel great 
distances in a short time, and mechanized 
road building machinery has greatly speed- 
ed up the work of road construction 

The enlarged municipal areas scheme 
is in line with the times. It may have im- 
perfections not detected at present, but it is 
a forward step of progress. 


BOY SCOUTS 

The revival of the Boy Scout movement 
in Bassano should be hailed with enthusiasm 
by every boy in the community, and with 
expressions of satisfaction from every par- 
ent. 

No other boys’ organization enjoys such 
universal popularity or provides such splen- 
did training in manhood, character, and 
citizenship as does the Boy Scout movement.

SET-BACK FOR BAY ROUTE 

Supporters may argue and protest that 
accidents happen on all ocean routes, but 
the sinking of the Bright Fan, outward 
bound with a cargo of wheat from Fort 
Churchill, Hudson Bay, will increase the 
difficulties of popularizing the new grain 
trade route via Canada’s great northern bay. 

The new trade route has a long way to 
go before proving commercially successful. 
The test was just getting under way when 
the first accident happened. Hazards of 
the route were believed by insurance under- 
writers to be high, and the sinking of the 
Bright Fan will tend to discourage any in- 
clination to lower insurance rates on ships 
and cargoes travelling via Hudson Bay. 

It has also yet to be proven what 
length of season the Bay route is open for 
navigation, nad whether sufficient grain can 
be handled in that time to justify the enor- 
mous expenditure in building the huge term- 
inal elevator and dockage facilities at Fort 
Churchill. 


Representatives of farmers’ organizations ‘are 
seeking federal aid for the growers of the 1932 wheat 
crop. A bonus on the bushelage basig would this 
year distribute the money more equitably than last 
year, Still, there are many farmers, in this district 
paticularly, who got very little bonus money last 
year, and who had another lean harvest thig fall.

CALGARY, Oct. 18— (In the near future straw 
stacks will no longer be burned on the western 8 
they will be utilized in the manufacture of paper. 
am confident that we will see this accomplished within 
the next five years,” said Arthur West, speaking to the 
Probus Club at its weekly luncheon in the Palliser. je 

“There is searcely a commodity of present day civi- 
lization that answers so many purposeg as does paper, 
Mr. West said. Not only have we wrapping paper, 
‘newsprint, book and bond paper, but we also have papey 
turned to scores of practical uses such as plates, towels, 
drinking cups, boxes and cartons, and in addition there 
are the multi-colored tissue papers of every conceivable 
shade and design.” 

China and Japan were manufacturing paper two 
centuries before the Christian era, he said. The art 
was then practised by the Arabs and the Moors, spread 
to Spain, thence to France, Holland, and England.

WINTER CARE 
°OF SWINE 


(Experimental Farms Note) 


Pigs should be in good condition 
when winter begins. This is par- 
ticularly true in cases of the tall 
farrowed pigs which, to remain 
thrifty, should reach weaning age 
before disagreeable weather comes. 
A plan found satisfactory at the 

ominion Experimental Station at 
Scott, Saskatchewan, is to have the 
spring litters in March so that they 
may be weaned in time to allow fall 
litters to come in August. 

Dry, clean comfortable quarters, 
so essential to winter health in 
swine, are provided cheaply in straw 
sheds of various forms or by a 
straw pile itself. Such swine shelt- 
ers have been more satisfactory, at 
the Scott Station than expensive 
lumber buildings. A run of 60 
yards or more from the sleeping 
quarters to the feed trough is bene- 
ficial in providing exercise and sun- 
light, and a shelter from the wind 
should be provided at the trough. 

Breeding stock should be fed ac- 
cording to condition, but experi- 
ments at Scott show that it is false 
economy to limit the ration of a
